"-Mark Green, who ran this 
year's second hand book sale 
has. mysteriously disappeared 
— along with the money and' 
unsold books that belong to 
other students. 

Green was - one of - four 
students who submitted a 
proposal to run the bookstore 
this year, ■ and was selected 
because, his "was by far the 
best" according to Michael 
Johnson, Internal Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Students' Society. 

Green submitted the proposal 
saying he was an MBA student 
at McGill. Unfortunately, the 
Faculty of Management has 
never heard of him. And the 
Registrar's office says he Isn't a 
registered student this year. 

In his original proposal, 
Green promised to "return all 
unsold books to students at the 



end of the sale period." He also 
outlined an extensive use of 
advertising to promote the book 
sale. According to a financial 
report handed in to the 
Students' Society office by 
someone who they'd never seen 
before, the total expenditures 
on advertising amounted to $42. 

In the contract agreement 
between Green and the 
Students' . Society, Green 
guaranteed "to all persons 
consigning books, that at the 
end of the book sale, all books 
will be returned on demand, and 
■that if a book Is not returned on 
demand, the Principal (Mr. 
Green), must pay the person 
owning the book the amount 
which the person would have 
received had the book been 
sold." 

The contract also specified 
that the book sale was to run to 
October 18, but the store

actually closed on the 14th and 
all books were removed late at 
night when no one was around. 

Conservative estimates as to 
how many books remained oh 
the last day start at 150. Michel 
Celemenski, external vice- 
president, commenting on the 
disappearance of the books, 
said "I know nothing about this 
whole thing." 

Students' Society President 
George Archer "Doesn't expect 
fraud as such" but is trying to 
contact other students who 
worked In the book store to see 
if they know the whereabouts of 
Green. He also said that Green 
"had misinformed us."

McGill 
needs help

Community McGill has a' 
constant need for volunteers to 
aid in the various community 
programs, Candace Gordon; Its 
co-ordinator said yesterday. 
She said that male volunteers 
are desperately needed for their 
Big Brother program since 
"sometimes a boy needs a man 
to talk to, even though a woman 
Is willing to listen and help." 

As well as running the Big 
Brother and Big , Sister pro- 
grammes, Community McGill 
assists in running activities 
aimed at providing a wider range 
of experiences for children 
emerging from the culturally 
barren inner city setting. 
Volunteers are also needed in 
hospitals to comfort the ailing, 
to work In laboratories and to 
assist in the emergency and 
out-patient departments, she 
said. People showing sincere 
concern are needed in mental 
.health institutes and nursing 
homes. 

Presently there are 50 to 100 
people In the Community 
McGill programs! But as Miss 
Gordon added, "If everyone 
could find just three hours a 
week to help out In the 
community, we could make this 
a far better place to live."

What kind of man is Jean 
Drapeau? What is his political 
philosophy? 

Much can be learned about 
him from what he himself has 
said, or from what others in 
positions of power have said 
about him. 

"We don't have to ask 
ourselves what kind of fruits the 
party of Mr. Jean Drapeau would 
give us: the strong man of 
; today's nationalism has Just 
made it known to the Private 
Bills Committee that he prefers 
the police state to the state 
dominated by crime. Not me, 
for I have the law on my side to 
putan end to the reign of crime, 
but against the police and the 
dictatorship which it would 
support, I would only have my 
soon to be lost liberty." (Pierre 
Elliott Trudeau, Cite Libre, 
March 1961.) 

"The French Canadian people 
is royalist: what it wants Js a 
king... Democratic bodies are 
not necessary: what Is needed 
is one voice which will make 
Itself heard." (Jean Drapeau, 
quoted in J.Z. Leon Patenaude, 
Le vrai ' visage de Drapeau, 
1962.) 

"I don't believe in the 
principle of a strong opposi- 
tion... It's no secret that I like 
' discipline. I hate wasting time 
and I can't stand useless 
discussions... I have no use for 
this so-called participating 
democracy and the citizens' 
groups that now demand a say 
in government." (Jean Drapeau, 
quoted in Canadian Dimension, 
December 1970.) , 

"If there are journalists who 
are not satisfied, they only have 
not to set foot in City Hall." 
(Jean Drapeau, Le Devoir, 
October 29, 1971.) 
"You are almost no longer 



capable of having reporters who 
report— they have to comment. 
This is a new formula which 
forces us to keep quiet. The 
reaction of City Hall is 
completely natural because if 
one comments on a situation, 
we are exposed not to having 
our statements reported but to' 
having them commented on. So 
I ' do not favour useless 
discussions." (Jean Drapeau, 
on Channel 10, November 13, 
1971.) 

In Le Devoir on January 15, 
1970, Drapeau explains why his 
administration will not give any 
details or any cost estimates on 
the Olympics: "It could make 
people tremble with Jright." 

"When we listen to all those 
who are in public life and who 
speak when they have nothing 
to say, that encourages us to 
continue applying the same 
principle: to keep our mouths 
shut unless we have something 
to say." (Drapeau on Channel 
10, November 13, 1971.) 
"Since (Drapeau) prides himself 
on never saying anything unless

Film disasters big success

Disaster movies— in case 
you've been on . the moon or 
under anaesthetic for the last 
month and haven't heard— are 
Hollywood's latest obsession. 
An article In the New YorkTlmes 
arts sections a while back 
suggested grave sociological 
tmpllc.atlqns in the simulta- 
neous release of Juggernaut at 
the York) and Airport 1975 (at 
the Odeon Atwater), and the 
preparation of Earthquake and 
The Towering Inferno, but the 
real reason, of course, is the 
tidy sum The • Poseidon 
Adventure picked up at the.box 
office. The public may not want 
a dozen more editions of The 
Poseidon Adventure, but those 
studio executives are going to 
ram them down all our throats 
.anyway. 

I can't think of any evening in 
my moviegolng life that i 
haven't preferred almost any- 
thing to a picture about bombs 
planted aboard an ocean liner, 
but I went to see Juggernaut and 
enjoyed it very much. It's a 
remarkably humane movie, for 
■ .:■ • . • • 



its kind— the camera doesn't 
loiter ■ on disasters— and an 
extremely efficient one— much 
better directed, photographed 
and edited than calamity movies 
generally are. Humane ana 
efficient are not words I would 
normally use to describe the 
director, Richard Lester, who In 
his last . film, The . Three 
Musketeers, couldn't keep the 
camera In the right place during 
the sword fights but managed to 
catch every drop of blood (and 
Oliver Reed's boil). Come to 
think of it, I've never, really liked 
any of Lester's films, with their 
blown-up cartoon characters 
and shrunken sensibility, but he 
loses himself in the suspense of 
Juggernaut. He's only efficient,' 
but It's the best he's been. 

Juggernaut moves at a fast 
clip, and it doesn't slow down to 
pick up details of character or 
relationships— which, là* prob- 
ably just as well, because I 
doubt that much sense could be 
made of the love affair between 
Shirley Knight (whose gifts are 
apparent even In a non-role like 
this) and that cold fish Omar

Health Column 



The McG II I Daily and the Health Service have agreed to 
collaborate in the presentation of a health, column. The 
column will take the familiar questlon-and-answer form. 
Students are invited to send'in written questions to the Health 
Service on matters of health in its widest Interpretation. Staff 
members of the Health Service will provide written answers 
and The Daily will select some for weekly publication. It is our 
hope that this type of column may be directly useful to 
students and may also serve to make the Health Service 
known to a larger number of students. 

For this first column we have prepared two questions with 
answers as prepared by staff members at the Health Service. 
Questions should be sent to the Director of the Health Service 
at 517 Pine Avenue West. 
Q: 

My girlfriend' came down with Infectious Mononucleosis. 
When should I expect to get sick? 
A: „ 

We do not know. If you acquired the Infection at the same 
time as your girlfriend you might develop the disease within a 
few days or weeks. If you got the virus from your girlfriend the 
onset of your illness may be considerably delayed. On the 
other hand, chances are that you will not get sick at all. You 
could have acquired some immunity against the disease by 
previous contacts with mild or even unnotlceable forms of 
this unpredictable disease. Surprisingly enough your 
chances of being Immune appear to be better if you have 
spent your childhood. in crowded surroundings in 'poor 
. hygienic conditions. 

. If you are going to develop Infectious Mononucleosis do 
not necessarily expect to have symptoms identical to those of 
your friend. Apart from sore throat, swollen glands and fever 
you could become inexplicably tired, you may develop severe 
headaches, widespread rash, abdominal pain, nausea and 
vomiting. If you do not feel well come and see us. 
v This disease is unpredictable. Although usually mild,. It 
may cause severe and dangerous complications — do not 
treat it lightly. 
Q: 

My period is two weeks overdue and I'm very worried. I'm 
afraid I might be pregnant and if I am I certainly don't want to 
continue to be. My girlfriend says you have to wait until the 
second missed period before a pregnancy test can be done. I 
don't think my nerves will last that long. 
A: 

Tomorrow morning, or if you haven't urinated yet today, 
right now bring your first morning urine In a clean glass jar to 
the Health Service. We find that pregnancy tests are often 
positive as early as one week after the first missed period. 
Since you do not wish to be pregnant It Is important to find out 
as soon as possible if you are. In Canada, as you probably are 
: aware, abortion is not avalla6le on request. All applications 
for abortions must be presented to a therapeutic abortion 
board at an accredited hospital by your doctor. Abortions can 
only be done If the continuation of the pregnancy would 
endanger the woman's health. Obviously, the word health can 
be interpreted very- differently by different doctors. It Is 
recommended that you determine your doctor's attitude. 

If you wish your case to be presented, early diagnosis Is 
essential. If it is less than 8 weeks from the last menstrual 
period a very simple procedure euphemistically termed a 
"menstrual extraction" can be performed. This does not 
involve hospitalization. A local anesthetic is Injected into the 
cervix and a small sterile tube is inserted into the uterus. This 
tube Is attached to a special syringe which empties the 
contents of the womb by gentle suction. After eight weeks 
(doctors date pregnancies from the first day of the last period, 
not from the time of conception!) hospitalization Is required 
In Montreal. This is not so in New York State and is the case 
here only because of lack of adequate facilities. From 8-12 
weeks a Dilation and Evacuation (D&E) is performed. The 
neck of the womb l's dilated and a special suction machine is 
used to extract the contents of .the uterus. 

Past 12 weeks it Is necessary to do more drastic and 
. dangerous types of abortions — saline or hysterotomy. There 
should really "never be a necessity for these procedures In an 
.informed population. 

As not all hospitals have set up abortion committees only a 
-few hospitals are performing any number of abortions. 
Consequently, many women never reach any hospital 
'committee and m\jst either make their way to New York (If 
they have money) or else take the risks involved in finding an 
illegal abortion or continue with the unwanted pregnancy. ■

at once If they think they might be pregnant. We can only help 
If it is not too late and, given the current situation, too late 
may be relatively early.

'There ii no such thing as a 
majority group in Canada." said 
ex-mayor Jean Drapeau Wednes- 
day night, "we are all minorities 
and must learn to get along to- 
gether". -: 

Mr Drapeau was addressing 
the Daily annual banquet on the 
topic Of the English-speaking 
press In Montreal. He denied the 
charge that he is "anti-English" 
and said that he was always rea- 
dy to denounce anyone he disap- 
proves of regardless of ethnic 
origin. 

It is more important for the 
English press to be accurate than 
for the French, Mr. Drapeau de- 
clared, because most of the En- 
glish people cannot read French 
and depend on the English dai 
lies for information. The > ex-ma- 
yor maintained that "I nave ne- 
ver attacked any paper on the 
basis of the editorial page. Eve- 
ry newspaper has the' right to 
be wrong provided It is of good 
faith." But he added that he 
could not accept kiaocuracies In 
the news columns. 

Drapeau said that he no longer 
reads the daily papers because 
they cannot always be trusted as 
sources of information, ''if you 
listen to a speech and read about 
it in the paper next day", he 
continued, x "you may be surpris- 
ed by what you read." 

Referring to an incident tha 
"caused me great pain". Drapeau 
said that when he visited Paris 
during his term Of office the 
Montreal Star quoted him as hav- 
ing said that the French Cana- 
dian population was growing fast 
and "would so°n overtake the 
English element. Drapeau'denied 
having made the statement, and 
the Star later sent him a letter 
of apology. "But who knows I

. Reacting to the gloomy 
picture in Montreal, the 
Montreal Citizens' Movement, 
started by thé Interunion 
Regional Committee, the Parti 
Québécois in Montreal, the 
Quebec NDP, and Progressive 
Urban Movement, has de- 
veloped a program of reforms. 

MCM has adapted the 
demands of many popular 
groups: the establishment of 
day-care centres in all areas, 
more civic centres and. mini- 
parks, priority given to low cost 
housing, free transportation for 
senior.cltizens, etc. 

But to Implement these 
demands, MCM will have to go 
back to .the sources of the 
problems. This is where the' 
MCM will have trouble because 
It has no means to implement 
reforms. Let us take a look at a 
few examples found in Its 
program "A City For People". 

On the police, it says, "The 
role of the police will cease to be 
repressive; it will become a 
public service for maintaining 
the peace." The police "will not 
'• intervene In strikes or other 
labour problems In a partisan 
way." MCM proposes to 
eliminate the riot-squad, to 



abolish the anti-demonstration 
by-law and all other "anti-labour 
municipal, laws." On housing, 



the MCM program says, "We 
shall eliminate housing spec- 
ulation and exploitation." . 

The MCM position on sports 
is to emphasize participation 
over competition and passive 
attendance at games. What a 
positive-suggestion I On top of 
this, MCM promises, "We will 
put an end to prestige politics 
and transform Man and His 
World to serve the needs of the 
community." 

How does MCM intend to 
implement this program? If 
elected, the MCM mayor and 
councillors would decentralize 
the municipal administration by 
creating area councils. The 
delegates on the councils would 
sit for two years and would "link 
the population and the 
councillors.'^; 

Unfortunately, they will be 
unable to implement these 
reforms. Why? They never 
attack the fundamental goal of 
Montreal's administration — to 
create conditions favourable to 
capitalist development of In- 
dustry and commerce. ' 

Like every big centre in a 
capitalist country, Montreal is a 
place where rackets and 
patronage thrive. The police, 
and more specifically the riot 
squad, have proven so useful In 
maintaining order (in strikes 




have this letter 7" Drapeau con- 
cluded, "Xo one needed to tell 
me f was misquoted." 

Drapeau also criticized 'news- 
papers which use sensational and 
misleading headlines to increase 
their circulation. Since most peo- 
ple read the papers "between TV 
shows and on buses" he felt Jhat 

the headlines create a more last- 
ing impression than the stories. 
As an example he mentioned his 
opposition as mayor to the Dozois 
slum-clearance plan. When one 
Montreal daily printed a headli- 
ne : "Mayor Against Slum-clea- 
rance", it gave the impression 
' that he opposed slum clearance 
in general. - 

"If the dailies become fewer". 
Drapeau commented, "the situa- 
tion cannot improve. But in the 
last few years we have seen 
three dailies disappear in Mont- 
real." Drapeau said he has aban- 
doned all hope {or any better- 
ment. 

He also criticized the mono- 
poly of news sources by a few 
large international news agen- 
cies, whicli he said deprives 
newspapers and their readers of 
the right to choose what, they 
consider the most reliable sour- 
ces of news. 'This is not good 
for democracy, civilization, and 
the citizen." he maintained. 
Drapeau said that it was a 
nown fact that the present ci- 
vic administration had borrow- 
ed money and then lent it at a 
lower rale of interest to the 
Mercantile Bank, of which 
Councillor .1.0. Asselin is a di- 
rector. "Try to find that in the 
English press", he challenged. 
"I am not being anti-English 
for denouncing this French 
Canadian who makes money on 
the taxes you and 1 pay."

and demonstrations) and pro- 
tecting private property that

social organisation. 
. if low cost housing dis- 
appears to make way for 
t high-rises it Is for only one 
' reason: it brings the capitalists 
more money. To eliminate 
speculation and exploitation in 
housing one must eliminate the 
capitalists... As long as the 
basic economic law remains the 
maximization of profit, low cost 
housing will continue to 
disappear. 

If the city prefers to build 
costly roads instead of a good 
public transit system, It .is 
because of the powerful petrol- 
eum and automobile Industries. 
The , role of an' admini- 
stration like Montreal's is 
to favour these industries by 
creating conditions that pro- 
mote buying cars and gasoline. 

If the city prefers to spend 
millions on Olympic games and

Starting in 1959, Jean 
Drapeau was to install himself 
as master of Montreal rele- 
gating to one side the 
administrative apparatus. He 
was to become the Montreal 
administration. The apex of his 
rise towards dictatorship co- 
our mayor then incides with the opening of the 
true change in International ' Exhibition, .an 



municipal administration, 
which had up to then been 
corrupt, Inactive and Incom- 
petent. He was the man that was 
to fight organized crime and 
force Pacifique Plante to fiée to 
Mexico. 

Like Maurice Duplessis, who 
he resembles in many ways, his 
first reign lasted one term. The 
causes of his defeat are quite 
hazy, but one' can see that his 
adamant attitude towards or- 
ganised crime had something to

In fact, 
Montreal 'advanced' quickly 
once "Ti-Jean" got to City. Hall, 
for the better or for the worse. 

The coming of Jean Drapeau 
also coincides with a strong 
•need for the emancipation of 
Montrealers, the same need

"Revolution Tranquille". But 
whereas Jean Lesage did not 
personalize his realisations, 
Drapeau succeeded in doing 



just that, so thai from, the 
popular -imagery of "Le Maire 
Drapeau" came a figure that 
rivals a wizard. When one talks 
of the municipal administration 
one talks of "Maire Drapeau". 
When one has questions to ask, 
one telephones or writes "Maire 
Drapeau". And effectively 
"Monsieur le Maire" readily 
answers the complaints of his 
subjects as long as they stay on 
an individual basis and do not 
challenge his sovereignty. 

Jean Drapeau has succeeded 
in utilising the ' parochial 
character of the Québécois by 
being an accessible mayor — 
the fact that he loves to 
converse with his subjects 
through radio and television is a 
factor to this success. 

This emphasis on personality- 
influences even his opponents, 
who are still convinced that only 
a strong personality can defeat 
Drapeau. They tend to forget 
that behind Drapeau is a system 
which Is a lot more dangerous. 
Drapeau's strength Impedes the 
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ead end? 



seml-féudal administration 
dominated by an absolute 
ruler." However, the municipal . 
administration is not feudal, it 
is modern and capitalistic. 

A municipality isn't closer to 
the citizens than a country, just 
because it represents a smaller 
territory. Neither Is it easier to 
take over municipal power than 
. it is to be overthrown at the 
same time as other levels of 
government. Montreal cannot 
stop serving capitalists if the 
capitalists remain in power. 

•The road the MCM proposes 
is therefore a dead end. On the • 
one hand it merely proposes 
reforms, without changing the 
foundations; and on the other 
hand it claims to eliminate the 
consequences of capitalism 
without eliminating the cause. 
To say that you will change the 
repressive character of the 
police without changing the 
economic system is simply an 
illusion. To say that electing a 
new mayor and councillors will 
create a "city for the people" Is 
' to lie. 

Clearly it is useless and even 
dangerous to enter a dead end. 
In this case it Is better to abstain 
from voting on November 10th. 
It is not a question of fighting 
Drapeau or not, since MCM will 
not be part of the struggle. 
Jacques Couture recently said 
at a meeting at the University of 
Montreal "If we wait for the day 
when a political platform 
without ambiguities will mat- 
erialize from out of the sky, we 
will be in this situation in the 
year 2000." If we just "wait", of 
course that's where we'll be, 
especially if we try to cure

MCM: A

Two major forces will be 
facing each other In Sunday's 
municipal elections — a 
movement and a party. Let's 
look at what type of people 
comprise each group. 
. Drapeau's Civic Party has 
approximately 60 members who 
have dutifully paid their $3000 
membership fee. This* small 
clique of francophone capital- 
ists, owning service stations, 
restaurants, real estate busi- 
nesses and so on, is content to 
defend the interests of the' 
multinational corporations. 
Drapeau has carefully shaped 
these men into a regimented 
elitist party, .which has 
constantly proved its disrespect 
for democracy at City Hall. 

On the other hand, the 
Montreal Citizens' Movement 
(MCM) unites various citizens' 
groups In a type of "common 
front" at the municipal level. 

Membership In the MCM 
Includes people from the trade 
unions, the popular groups, the 
Parti Québécois, the New 



Democratic Party and militants. 
They see this movement as a 
means to meet the Immediate 
needs of Montrealers. 

From the nature of its 
structure, the MCM must be a 
democratic party whose poli- 
cies are formulated by all 
members and not an elite. This 
has already become evident In 
the platform that MCM Is 
putting forward this election. 
The work going on within the 
movement has enabled many 
people to become politicized, 
as they work side by side with 
militants. 

All of this doesn't mean that 
we should accept MCM 
uncritically, but the MCM 
should be constantly supported 
to build links and extend 
struggles. 

MCM is not an electoralist 
party, but in the context of 
bourgeois democracy, we must 
use all means possible to make 
Montreal liveable.

Montreal: for 
whom? 



Montreal contains one- 
quarter of Quebec's population 
and nearly 60% of the 
province's workers. 

It controls Quebec's econo- 
my. Almost all large companies 
have their head offices here and 
the provincial and federal 
governments conduct most of 
their business in Quebec out of 
Montreal. With its vast array of 
publishing firms, theatres and 
TV and film studios, Montreal is 
the most Important cultural 
centre in Canada. 

Montreal is an enormous city, 
a hyper-centre of activities and 
an immense reservoir of labour. 

The City's budget is $510 
million, $225 million of which 
covers administration costs and 
public services. Out of this the 
police take $50 million and the 
Social Services take only $38 
million. 

To fill this enormous budget, 
the city taxes Montrealers. But 
costs are rising. Within the last 
five years the water tax has risen 
by 53% and property tax by 
17%. Business taxes remain 
mysteriously unchanged. 

Taxes are calculated in direct 
proportion to a resident's 
housing expenditures. Since 
people in lower income brackets, 
spend proportionally morè on 



housing, they wind up with the 
greatest percentage of their 
Income removed in taxes. 
In the last 14 years, 25,000 

housing units have been torn 
down to make way for the 
eàst-west autoroute, Place 
Desjardlns, and the Concordia 
project. And 100,000 other 
dwellings are in need of repair. 
In the past ten years the average 
rent has climbed from $66 to $92 
a month and is climbing. 

Meanwhile, the city gives first 
priority to building autoroutes 
at $50 million per mile,- the 
equivalent of the construction 
costs of 30,000 housing units. 
Montreal spends 6 percent of 
the city's budget on recreational 
facilities, placing it 95th in 
Canada in this domain, while 
the cost of the Olympics is 
conservatively estimated at 
$500 million. And what about" 
the millions of dollars spent on 
Man and His World, the Metro, 
and our beloved Expos? 

It's not hard to see that 
somewhere along the line 
people have been forgotten. 
Montreal is a' hyper-centre 
where development has a higher 
priority over the welfare of the 
majority of the population 
which lives In it. 
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Daily deals out convoluted logic 



After several weeks of 
hassling over the "Free Press" 
controversy, I was hopeful that - 
with the agreement reached on a 
"two-paper" solution on Thurs- 
day afternoon, the Issue would 
finally be laid to rest. But Joan 
'Shields' editorial of -November 
1st crushed that hope, as I feel 
that I cannot let such a shod di ly 
written » statement stand un- 
challenged. 

Her contention seems to be 
that the ASUS Executive never 
really considered the two-paper 
solution before last Thursday's 
open meeting, and that only 
after being defeated at the 
meeting did the Executive show 
any desire to compromise. This 
contention Is totally false. 

At the same time that we 
announced our decision to 
award the editorship of the Free 
Press (October 10th), we 
declared . our support for the 
creation of a women's news- 
paper at McGIII. About a week 
later, when we were presented 
with the petitions calling for an 
open meeting , we backed up our 



declaration of support with an 
offer of funds. Though no 
amount was specified at that 
time, we made It clear that we 
would provide enough money 
for the . publication of a 
reasonable number of Issues:. 
The response we- received from 
the Women's Collective was: 
"We will not consider your 
proposal until after the open 
meeting/' 

The ASUS-Executlve made no 
"sudden compromise" Thurs- 
day afternoon, nor did it "act 
under fire from the majority vote 
that took place at the open 
meeting." Rather, the "two- 
paper" proposal was made by 
the executive well In advance of 
the open meeting, but only after 
that meeting was the Women's 
Collective willing to consider 
the proposal . And it should be 
noted that once the concerned . 
parties decided to sit down and 
negotiate seriously, a satisfact- 
ory agreement was reached 
within a very short time.'~ 

Another contention of Ms. 
Shields' editorial Is that every 



action of the ASUS Executive 
was deliberately planned to 
antagonize or suppress the 
women, and was rooted in 
sexism. She claims that "the 
incompetence with, which the 
meeting was held" is "ample 
evidence" of the .Executive's ' 
"sexism, as It shows how we 
treated "the meeting and the 
women's Issue as a big joke." 
. Though the meeting did 
Indeed turn out to be a farce and 
a fiasco, It- was certainly not 
planned that way, and was 
evidence of nothing more than 
our own Ineptness at running 
such a meeting. Shawn Leary of 
the Women's Collective comp- 
lains most legitimately that 
"many people who had valid 
questlonsand statements never 
got a chance to express them- 
selves because of the total lack 
of organization." 

Indeed, one of the prime • 
f u net ions of an open meeting is 
to provide a forum for open, 
public debate on important 
Issues, and I, for one, was very 
deeply i/pset by the chaos 



which prevailed. Though I must 
agree with Peter Garber that 
"the onus for the .absolute 
chaos falls solely - on the 
shoulders of the 'ASUS 
Executive,". It is also true that 
the . rowdy, and vociferous 
behaviour of many of the other 
participants in no way helped 
the orderly conduct of the 
meeting. 

- It was our strongest desire to 
see the open meeting proceed 
smoothly and .in an orderly 
fashion. But because of our 
severe mishandling of the 
situation (and not, as Ms. 
Shields argues with a unique 
brand of convoluted reasoning, 
because of our sexism) the 
result was a most unfortunate 
fiasco. 

Perhaps the ASUS Executive 
does not deserve praise for 
finally reaching a just and 
reasonable agreement with the 
concerned parties over the Free 
Press editorship. But neither do 
we deserve to be subjected to 
the . blatantly biased, un- 
founded, factually inaccurate, 



and toally unconstructlve crit- 
icism that Ms. Shields puts 
forward In her editorial.

Ed. note: The Women's 
Collective decided to consider 
the "two-paper" proposal when, 
after the open meeting, Peter 
Garber [Science Vice-President, 
ASUS] threatened to have the 
mandate drag for months 
through the judicial committee 
before arriving at an official 
decision on the Free ■ Press. 
Because the Collective wasn't 
willing to be manipulated In this 
way, and because It wanted a 
women's paper on campus 
before the end of this year, the 
Collective attempted to work 
out a compromise. 

The ASUS executive shouting 
obscenities at the women 
gathered at the open meeting Is 
certainly Indicative of a lack of 
respect for women, and there Is 
nothing, convoluted In Inter- 
preting this conduct as being 
sexist.
